EXHIBITION OPENED BY. 
MR. J. B. YEATS

Mrs. Brendan O'Brien, the painter so well 
known as Miss Kitty Wilmer, in her exhibi- 
tion of sketches done in Switzerland and else- 
where, demonstrates that since her change of 
name there has been no cramping of her 
style; indeed, she seems to have acquired a 
surer and bolder brush stroke. Though 
atmospheric difference may be accountable in 
some degree the newer work conveys an im- 
pression of more determinate appreciation of 
colour and form. 

Mr. Dermod O’Brien, P.,R.H.A., presided 
at the opening ceremony, performed by Mr. 
Jack B. Yeats, R.H.A., who made an intimate 
ana interesting statement to yesterday’s 
gathering in the United Arts Club, Dublin. 
where the pictures are on view. 

Mr. Yeats said that he used to think at 
one time, in his desire to make his own 
occupation of painting superior to all other 
eccupations, that it, was superior to litera- 
ture in particular. because painting required 
no translation, but spoke in all baam 
That was an enconraging thought, but he had 
come to the conclusion that it was not so, 
that painting did not speak in all languages, 
hecause painters must always be- individual, 
and that as an individual the painter’s almost 
chief and best weapon was his wonder, 


COLOUR IN IRELAND 


Wonder, he said, especially came to the 
aid of the Jandscape painter.: In this way 
the painters of Ireland had a certain pull cver 
painters who lived under more dramatic 
skies. He did not like to hear it said of 
colour in Ireland that it was grey. It was 
not grey, but the artist had to find the 
colours, and when he found them he looked 
on them with wonder and had deep pleasure 
in being able to see them and record them. 
He thought that the painter of these pictures 
was equipped with wonder. They would see 
that in her work. He thought her snows 
and greens and wild and calm skies had all 
been seen with respect and wonder. 

This. was a splendid equipment in the 
painter. He was not very fond of proverbial 
sayings. They were chiefly used as para- 
doxical fodder, but he could sav of this ex- 
hibition that it was an exhibition of hand- 
some things handsomely done.—‘‘ Handsome 
is as handsome does.’’ He had very great 
pleasure m declaring Mrs. Brendan O'Brien's 
exhibition open. 

The show consists of between 320 and 40 
small oil paintings, fittingly termed sketches. 
A few—earlier—pictures are Irish scenes. and 
the majority are Swiss views, not of the 
familiar magnificence of mountain heights or 
vale expanses, hut of lesser *vistas charmed 
with warm colour and light to contrast 
with the inevitable and eternal snows. 

Among the pictures which will attract at 
tention may be mentioned No. 10, “ Strela 
Aip, a daring statement in sharp contrasts: 
of blue and white: No. ‘26. “ Winter in 
Davos,’’ and No. 28. “ Podestaten Alp, 
Davos.”’ While ‘‘ Koundstone, Conne- 
mara, ” supports Mr. Yeats’s judgment that 
it is the artist’s gift to see colour and wonder. 
No. . 29. ‘‘Goldex Waters, Ballymore- 
Eustace,’ though an Irish scene, is indicative 
of her newer and more definite method, in 
comparison with the smoother,. indeed occa- 
sionally smothered, effect in earlier state- 
ments of Irish landscape. Her skies are al- 
ways attractive and often dramatic.

DAMAGES AGAINST TRAM 
COMPANY 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 


Miss Mamie Marren, North Circular road, 
Dublin, sued the Dublin United Tramways 
Co., Ltd., for £100 damages for personal 1n- 
juries and loss, alleged to be sustained 
through the negligence of the defendants, 
their servants or agents, in the control and 
management of a tramcar at Upper O’Connell 
street, Dublin, on the 23rd March, 1937. 

Plaintiff’s case was that she was a per- 
manent employé of Irish Hospitals’ Trust, 
Ltd. While in the act of alighting from a 
tramcar, and with her hand on the bar on the 
edge of the platform, some person on the 
platform signalled the car to proceed. The 
car proceeded and plaintiff received a severe 
wrench. She later went to Jervis Street 
Hospital. Her shoulder was dislocated, and 
she was unemployed for a period of six weeks. 

The defence was a denial of negligence, and 
a plea of contributory negligence on the part 
of the plaintiff. 

An inspector for the Tramway Co. stated 
that compulsory stopping places in O'Connell 
street were Parnell street and Nelson Pillar. 
Trams at Cathedral street only stopped on 
request. 

Mr. Diarmuid Fawsitt, who (instructed by 
Mr. Sean Ryan, Messrs. James O'Connor and 
Co.) appeared for the defendants, stated that 
the plaintiff had not communicated to the 
conductor or the driver any request that the 
tram should stop to allow her to get off at 
Cathedral street. 

The Judge gave a decree in favour of plain- 
tiff for £36 and five guineas expenses.

He told of n 
meeting with O'Neill on July 2, when he said 
to him: “lí you don’t stop these women 

etting on to my son's wife there may be a 
ife lost.” O'Neill replied that he would da 
his best in fhe matter and they parted. 

Before July 27 he had been on good terma 
with O’Neill, and he denied that he had had 
anything to do with the attack on O'Neill. 
As a matter of fact he had heen at Bally- 
bough when O’Neill was attacked. 

Cross-examined, Keane said that his remark, 
““g life might, be lost,” was in connection with 
his daughter-in-law’s condition at the time. 
“I am the head of the Keane family, he 
added, ‘‘ and it ismy business to defend them 
and to keep them out of trouble.” 

Mr. Maguire handed Keane a short hatchet 
and asked who owned it. 

‘*I am the owner of it,” said Keane, “ and 
it was not out of my room on the evenmg of 
July 27.” He accounted for the blond on the 
hatchet by saying that his: wife had used it to 
chop up rabbits for dinner. 

Patrick King, in evidence, said that he had 
been ‘‘ great pals’ with O'Neill. *‘ We played 
rings together; we went to the pictures to- 
gether; we were wonderful pals,' he said. 


“DON’T, PAT” 


On the evening of July 27, when he was 
with Coyle and Boyle, he saw Mrs. Foster 
and O'Neill near Hogan’s public-house. 

‘‘She had no baby in her arms,” he said. 
‘‘She was shouting ‘Don’t, Pat...’ 
O’Neill, whose coat was half-off one shoulder, 
asked: ‘ Which of youz three are looking for 
me?’ O'Neill struck Covle on the left of the 
jaw, and Coyle fell to the ground. 1 saw the 
man was drunk, and I walked away up Sum- 
merhill.”’ 

Later, witness denied that he and the other 
three accused men visited O’Neill’s caravan 
on July 27. ; 

Cross-examined, he said that he made “no 
attempt to defend Coyle when O'Neill at- 
tacked him, but immediately walked away. 

Patrick Coyle, in evidence, said that when 
he attempted to rise, after being struck by 
O'Neill. Mrs. Foster made a ‘‘clout”’ at 
him with something which she held in her 
hand and which glistened in the sunlight. | 
After he had got to his feet Mrs. Foster 
struck him with something on the forehead 
and rendered him unconscious. When the 
ambulance arrived he entered it first. O’ Neill 
was carried in on a stretcher, and Mrs. 
Foster got in last. 

‘(ne of the ambulance men had to pre- 
vent Mrs. Foster and O’Neill from attacking 
me,” said Coyle. | 

Cross-examined, Coyle said that he did not 
know what happened to O'Neill, and he was 
no party to any attack which might have 
been made upon him. 

Andrew Boyle said that O’Neill was drunk 
when he struck Coyle, and “ when [ turned 
round O’Neill was lying on his back on the 
tram lines.” At no time did he see a hatchet 
produced b ag pany, nor did he see a bab 
with Mrs. Foster. He did not strike or kic 
O'Neill.

Mr. Justice O'Byrne said that there was 
no evidence to suggest that the trustees, had 
any other funds at present coming from any 
source save profits from race meetings. and 
if that was the case, he asked why should they 
be able to give a grant to the Ward Union 
Hunt. In two years, at any rate. they had 
made grants to that Hunt out of their funds. 

Mr. VFitzGibbon said that one of the 
grants was of £25 to enable the Hunt to re- 
present a cup, and he submitted that that 
was indirectly for the benefit of the race 
meeting. He thought that if the trustees were 
an offshoot of the Ward Union Hunt, m the 
sense that they ran the races for the benefit 
of the Hunt, they would not come within the 
section of the Finance Act under which 
exemption from income tax was sought. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—You would find diffi- 
culty in convincing a tribunal that one of 
these hunts was established for the purpose of 
encouraging live-stock breeding. 

Mr. FitzGibbon submitted that the reason 
why the Circuit Judge did not deal in his 
judgment with the question of whether or 
not the meeting was a show or exhibition 
was that he treated it as having been 
admitted for the purpose of the case.

no room for further extension? 
Mr. FitzGibbon—We would increase the 
stakes and reduce the entrance fees. What 
‘we want here is to get sufficient money from 
the public to increase the stakes, and when 
that happy Utopia comes, when there 
will be no room for further extension, we 
may have the Grand National here instead 
of the Irish Grand National, and we will 
be able to get in for nothing. 


APPEAL DISMISSED 


Without calling on counsel for the respon- 
dent the Court dismissed the appeal with 
costs, 

The President, delivering the judgment of 
the Court, said that the Circuit Judge had 
held as a fact that the appellants were a 
society or institution within the meaning of 
the Section, and the finding had not been 
questioned. 

Most of the controversy before the Court 
was concerned with the question whether or 
not the society was established for the 
interest of live stock breeding, and the 
evidence before the Circuit Court consisted 
partly of leases and documents and partly 
of oral evidence. Having heard that 
evidence, the Circuit Judge agreed with the 
finding of the Special Commissioners of 
Income Tax. 

“This,” said the President, “is a finding 
of fact, supported by evidence, by which we 
are bound. In the circumstances the appeal 
must be dismissed, and it is unnecessary for 
us to offer any opinion whether the races 
are a show or exhibition within the meaning 
of the Section; or whether the profits are 
applied solely for the purposes of the 
society.”

SUCCESS 
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[” you can make good pastry you are 
half-way towards being a good cook ; 
for with pastry as a basis it is possible 
to provide scores of tasty dishes to tempt 
the family—meat pies, tarts, savouries, 
dainties for the tea-table, cocktail snacks, 
and both hot and cold sweets. In fact, 
varying the menu becomes as simple as 
ABC. & 

It is necessary, however, not to overdo 
the pastry idea. For instance, if you serve 
a steak and kidney pie for dinner, it would 
be too much of a good thing to follow it 
with an apple tart! A creamy blancmange 
or stewed fruit and custard would in this 
case be a more suitable choice. 

Do not believe people who say that you 
must be born with a “ hand ” for pastry- 
making. Anyone can acquire this so-called 
“hand ” simply by being careful to observe 
the three or four rules that are the secret 
of success. ; 

First of all, always sift the flour. Js 
does not take long to do this, and ‘it is 
really worth while, because you get a little 
cold air mixed with the flour, which he]ps 
to make the pastry light. A little corn- 
flour added to the mixture will also 
increase the lightness of the finished dish. 

Then keep everything as cool as possible, 
Use cold water and a palette knife for 
mixing ; see that ygur hands : re cool, ani, 
if possible, roll the pastry on a marble or 
enamel slab. ‘‘ Handle as little and as 
— as possible’’ is another important 
rule. i 

When rubbing the fat into the flour, use 
your fingertips only, and continue rubbing 
till the mixture looks like fine bread- 
crumbs, 

Do not use too much water, because if 
the pastry is too wet it will be hard and 
chippy when cooked. Also, do not use too 
much flour on the board when rolling it, 
and roll lightly, in one direction only, 

And, finally, always bake pastry in a 
really hot oven. If the oven is too slow 
the pastry will be heavy and sodden. 


TYPES OF PASTRY 


Short crust is the most popular variety, 
and is excellent for veal and ham pies, 
Cornish pasties, fruit pies and so on, 
Then for flans, tarts and tartlets, biscuit 
crust is delicious, and the rough puff and 
flaky kinds are splendid’ for patties, 
sausage rolls, meat pies, mincepies and 
tea-time dainties. 


Sort Crust Pastry. 

6 oz. flour, 2 oz. cornflour, 2 os. lard, 
2 oz. butter or margarine, a pinch of salt, 
cold water to mix. 

Sift the flour and corn flour, and mix 
it with the salt. Rub in the fat and add 
sufficient cold water to mix to a stiff 
dough. Then knead the mixture lightly 
with the fingertips until you have a 
smooth, firm paste. Be sure not to make 
the paste too moist if it has to be rolled 
out thinly. 

Biscuit Crust. 

4 ozs. corn flour, 4 ozs. flour, pinch of 
salt, 4 ozs, butter, 4 oz. sugar, yolk of an 
egg, sufficient cold milk or water to mix 
to a stiff dough. : 

Sift the flour, corn flour and salt 
together, and rub in the fat very lightly. 
Add the sugar, and mix to a stiff dough 
with the éag yolk and liquid.

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GIVE A “BIRD PARTY” TO-MORROW! 


T’S true Hallowe’en falls on Sunday 
this year, but that need not prevent 
you giving a children’s Hallowe’en party 
to-morrow. If you have not planned one 
already, remember that impromptu parties 
are often the most successful. So, if you 
can, collect half a dozen or more youngsters 
for to-morrow, and give your mind now 
to what can be done to entertain them— 
or, rather, to help them to entertain them- 
selves. 

Children love doing things. And, with 
this in mind, a friend of mine has devised 
a rather unusual, but most appropriate, 
form of entertainment for a children’s 
party beginning in the afternoon while 
there is still daylight enough for brief 
excursions to the garden, It is to begin 
as a “bird party.” You will have noticed 
that already the robins have marked out 
their winter territory in your own or 
your neighbour’s garden. Here and there 
over the lawns are gathering groups 
of sparrows and other small feathered 
creatures, looking very much aware of tho 
cold and the approaching scarcity of com- 
forting food. Now is the time to make 
friends of them by preparing their winter 
supplies or setting up bira tables on 
lawns or window ledges, hanging up nuts 
and putting out seeds, fat or bird 
pudding. 


BIRD TABLES 


The bird tables are to be ready for 
fixing—the round cover of a barrel. nailed 
to a stout post, narrow trays with a rim 
an inch or two high that just fit a window- 
sill. Bowls have been collected for water 
and seeds with an assortment of wire, 
twine, nut-crackers, hammers, nails, a 
hacksaw blade (you can get one for a 
couple of pence), hooks and screws, 

The children, divided into groups (with

will be invited to fix up the bird tables,

There won’t be time to tame a robin 
for the occasion, but if a robin has already 
made himself familiar with your window- 
ledge and meal times it will delight the 
youngsters if you lay a trail of nice pieces 
of butter for him—beginning on the lawn 
and ending on the window-sill, or (if he is 
very friendly) just inside the room.

“Ghe Rector of the Curragh 


An old friend turned up unexpectedly 
in Dublin yesterday in the person of the 
Rev. Harry Vere Flint, M.A.. whom I 
had not seen for a long time. He has 
just been appointed to an extremely in- 
teresting post; fer he has been chosen as 
Rector of the Curragh—an appointment 
which includes the principal Church of 
Ireland chaplainey to the Free State 
Army. 

Mr. Flint many years ago was curate 
in Cahiyciyeen, where he established a 
popularity that has grown with al] 
sections of the community ever since, For 
some time after the war he was rector 
of what must be one of the loneliest 
parishes in the country, although it is 
within three-quarters of an hour’s run in 
a car from Nelson’s Pillar. 

It is the parish of Calary, in the heari 
of the famous bog, and in those days when 
private motor cars were rare Mr. and 
Mrs. Flint often were virtually marooned 
in their rectory for days on end during 
heavy winters. They used to think 
notiuing of walking in and out-of Bray 
in the depths of thé winter months, and 
their experiences at the foot of _Djoucc 
would make interesting reading. 

Afterwards Mr. Flint was transferred to 
Rathdrum, and finally to Clogheen, in 
County Tipperary, which must be among 
the most beautiful parishes in these 
islands. He is leaving Clogheen now, and 
I am told by friends in Cahir that his 
departure will be regretted almost as 
keenly by the Roman Catholic population 
of Clogheen as by his own flock.

In pursuance of such terms of reference 
the members of the Tribunal made personal 
inspections of twenty-five ports and harbours, 
at each of which they held local inquiries, and 
they heard the evidence of upwards of 220 
witnesses, representative of local, municipal, 
agricultural, commercial, transport and labour 
interests. Reviewing the evidence so ten- 
dered, the members of the Tribunal, in an 
early and important section of their report, 
gave*expression to their ‘* regret at the ap- 
aes ag lack of public interest in matters re- 
ating to ports,’ as evidenced by “ the ab- 
sence in many instances of evidence from per- 
sons or firms other than those directly repre- 
sented on harbour Boards, or affected in some 
special manner as users of the undertakings.” 
Such lack of interest they attributed mainly 
to “ the fact that the public are not directly 
rated or taxed for the upkeep of harbours.”’ 


Archaic Legislation 


As one reason for such public indifference 
the Tribunal commented in considerable de- 
tail upon the widely varying and archaic 
special statutes under which different port 
authorities exercise financial and administra- 
tive powers. ‘‘ Under the existing piece- 
meal legislation,” says the report, “ the al- 
ready extensive list of Acts or Orders in- 
creases year by year, according as fresh en- 
actments (some of them dealing with rela- 
tively unimportant matters) are promoted,

Such are the main features of a report which, 
with its appendices, constitutes a volume of 
500 pages, which presents exhaustive accounts 
and reviews of Free State port economics, 
and which has required upwards of seven 
years’ consideration by successive Govern- 
ments. It. will be interesting to compare its 
recommendations with the provisions of the 
bill which is now understood to be in the 
printers’ hands; but there can be little doubt 
that the Tribunal’s labours have provided 
the basic facts on which long-deferred action 
is now about to be taken. That such action 
will lead: to the centralisation of harbour 


control hardly seems to be open to doubt. 


FALKLANDS 
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VISIT OF. THE GOVERNOR 


Au export trade in which the Free State 


and the Falkland Islands will co-operate 1s 
envisaged by the despatch, a few days ago, 
of two specially-designed turf-burning stoves 
from Drogheda to the Falk!ands. 

The stoves, designed hy Professor J. Tay 
lor, D.Sc., University College, Dublin, were 
purchased hy the Falklands Administration 
after a visit to Ireland by the Governor of 
the Falklands (Sir Herbert Henniker- 
Heaton, ©.M.G.) and the Director of Public 
Works (the Hon. G. Roberts). 

There are 5,000 square miles of turf of high 
calorific value in the Falklands, and the pro- 
ject now m view is the sale of turf from the 
Falklands to the mills on the east coast of 
South America. In the past these mills have 
heen burning wood, but owing to extensive 
cutting the forests are now about 100 miles 
mland, and it is imperative that some. other 
form of fuel should be found. 


The shipping of coal from Britain to these’ 


mills is regarded as too expensive, compared 
with the use of Falkland turf, which is equal 
to con] at forty shiliings a ton. If the scheme 
under consideration proves successful, the 
Free State will supply the necessary stoves 
for burning the turf shipped to South 
America from the Falklands.

Germany, and also how far he can rely 
on Signor Mussolini's good faith. As Mr. 
Winston Churchill pointed out in a speech 
at Chingford, in Essex, last evening, the 
problem of the colonies does not concern 
Signor Mussolini in the least ; to be quite 
frank, it is none of his, or of Italy’s, 
business. 

Signor Mussolini is playing Italy’s old 
political game of combinazioni, His 
interest. in Germany is entirely cynical, 
and he would not hesitate to throw her 
over to-morrow if he got the -wind of the 
word of an overture from London or even 
Paris. The policy of combinazioni 
involves . flirtation with one Power to 
impress another ; and all the Duce’. play- 
acting “in regard to Germany is intended 
to over-awe the British Foreign Office. The 
Duce is no fool. He knows perfectly well 
that it will take fifty years to make 
Abyssinia a profitable, or even a remotely 
profitable concern ; and that in the mean- 
while Italy must have money to develop 
it. Who will lend her that money? 
Certainly she can expect no accommoda- 
tion from Germany, for the very. good 
reason that the Germans themselves need 
every pfennig on which they can lay their 
hands. She will get nothing out of General 
Franco, on whose cause she has been 
spending considerable sums of her own 
money, and of whom she now is a sub- 
stantial creditor. When the last shot 
shall have been fired in Spain, when 
Signor Mussolini shall have hurled his 
last verbal shaft from the balcony of the 
Palazzo‘ Venezia, it is to John Bull that 
all the needy politicians of Europe will be 
forced to turn. The City of London will 
have the final word; for nobody else has 
any money to spare. This may seem to be 
a mercenary consideration ; but, in the last 
analysis, money decides every inter- 
national issue ; and there is not the least 
doubt that Britain is the only Power in 
Europe at the moment that is in position 
to finance anything. Both Signor 
Mussolini and Herr Hitler are angling for 
British support, and of the two the Italian 
is playing the more intelligent game. He 
is seeking to detach Britain from France 
in the first instance, and to prevent an 
Anglo-German rapprochement in the next. 
An understanding between London and 
Berlin would be fatal to Itaiy’s hopes of a 
hegemony over the Danubian basin. The 
more loudly he shouts about Germany's 
place in the sun the less likely will 
Britain be to make concessions to Herr 
Hitler. It is ingenious reasoning; but 
when all is said and done it is based. solely 
on bluff.

Planning for Tourists 


Yesterday’s annual meeting of the Irish 
Tourist Association was unusually con- 
structive. The culminating point was Mr. 
Sean Lemass's reminder that the new 
Conditions of Employment Act has assured 
an annual holiday, with pay, to all indus- 
trial workers, and his promise that this 
boon will be extended so as to embrace no 
fewer than 600,000 workers before another 
holiday season arrives. Immediately the 
question arises: How will those 600,000 
workers and their families—in addition to 
the other hundreds of thousands who 
already enjoy annual leisure—spend their 
holidays? Most of them would prefer to 
leave their homes for the week or fort- 
night; not many will have money enough 
to desert Ireland for the sophisticated 
resorts of other lands. Will the Free 
State’s resorts, however, be sufficient, and 
sufficiently well equipped, to cater for more 
than a few of them? Only two or three 
of our resorts are of any magnitude, and 
even there the accommodation for holiday: 
makers of limited resources is very meagre. 
As the Minister pointed out, it will take 
some time before the newly released 
workers become ‘‘ holiday-minded’’; and 
during that interval, which may last for 
several years, a strong effort ought to be 
made to bring the supply of holiday 
accommodation abreast of the demand. 
One result of Germany's particular brand 
of Socialism has been the creation of a 
completely new holiday resort on the 
northern ‘coast, and the deliberate 
extension of all the existing resorts to cater 


for millions of workers who now, like those 


of Ireland, are at liberty to enjoy a 
vacation for the first time. Something of

Committee for Industrial Organisa- 
tion, both presented demands of so 
extreme a character that they were 
rejected summarily by the representatives 
of each side.

Federation may be put briefly as a demand 
for the immediate dissolution of the 
vigorous organisation which has been 
created by Mr. Lewis and the submission

The 
Committee maintains ‘with equal fervour 
that the great basic industries cannot be 
organised effectively unless all the workers 
engaged in them are members of a single 
great trade union for each industry. A 
dozen large unions, having two and a half 
inillion members, deserted the Federation 
for the Committee when Mr. Lewis was 
srón, to break away from the parent 
body, and since the cleavage occurred 
twenty-three new unions have been estab- 
lished by the Committee. ‘The energy 
with which Mr. Lewis has conducted his 
drive for trade union membership has 
attracted to the Committee for Industrial 
Organisation the more powerful and the 
more active elements in the labour move- 
ment in the United States, and it would 
seem that he has the possibility of 
complete control well within his grasp. 
When the conference resumes its delibera- 
tions next week efforts at conciliation will 
be made, but the portents for peace aré 
none too good, 


Hallowe’en 


The streets of Dublin in the past two 
days have been rendered more perilous 
than usual by the sudden appearance of 
multitudinous small boys with pitch black 
faces. At all times these faces are with 
us, and at no time are they a translucent 
white; but the advent of Hallowe’en has 
lent both them and their owners a new 
malevolence. In the ordinary way of 
business these small boys deal in pennics, 
on the principle of small profits and 
quick returns; yet there is no real drive 
in their organisation. Sometimes. they 
set the deal in train on a hypothetical] 
basis, which, while it is implicit with 
politeness, still leaves the party of the 
second part with an unavoidably success- 
ful riposte. They ask: “ Would you 
have a penny!” The other method is 
more direct: “ Give us a penny,’ but 
here the gaping absence of diplomacy puts 
the matter on a footing of forthrightness 
which easily may recoil sharply upon 
the head of the proposer. There is a pro- 
nounced lack of confidence about the 
whole industry, and the reason fo: it lies 
in the industrys’ lack of an official stand 
ing. The fathers of the executives, with 
demands for omnibus fares to Killarney, 
and fourpence for a night’s lodging, have 
cornered the regularised side of the 
market. Nothing is left to the executives 
themselves except the uncertain profits of 
the freelance—nothing, that is, until 
som: such occasion as Hallowe 21 happens 
along. Then the face of the situation is 
changed, The freelance becomes a full- 
time official. He even has a uniform—a 
black face, a bowler hat, one 11 curtain, 
and a towel—and he has a responsibility 
to lend him vehemence. Now father’s 
requests for his ’bus fare come tu be re- 
garded as selfish bad taste: for what loose 
cash there may be around he town is 
earmarked for the support of a: age-old 
and nearly holy tradition. ‘No more is 
the public asked whether it would have a 
penny. The public is told with vigour 
that Hallowe'en is nearly upon us, and 
that it must contribute generously 
towards the nut and apple fund. Refusals 
are met with a. significant reiteration of 
the word “ Hallowe’en.’’ The number of 
hearts that remain unaffected »y the im- 
portance of the occasion never has been 
computed ; but if there are any they must 
be strong hearts, indeed.

AR. ORMSBY-GORE announced in the 
House of Commons this afternoon 

that Sir Arthur Wauchope, High Com- 
missioner of Palestine, had resigned, and 
will be relieved of his duties in the garly 
part of next year owing to ill-health. A 
warm tribute was paid to the Commis- 
sioner for his great work. Sir Arthur 
Wauchope wes appointed to Palestine in 
1931. ‘the Commission which is to go out 
to Palestine to work out details of the 
partition scheme, and, if possible, to hold 
consultation with. leading Arab and 
Jewish authorities regarding it, is to 
consist of ouly three members; but up to 
the present no one has been appointed. 
It is now understood that no appoint- 
ments may be made yet awhile, and that 
the Commission may not go out for several 
months to come, as it is the view of the 
Government that Palestine must first be 
in a more settled condition. It is recog- 
nised in official circles that the task of 
pacifying Palestine will be a long one, 
as the terrorist organisation is widespread 


and well directed, and there is a suspicion 


that this direction is carried on outside 
Palestine. It is the opinion of the Govern- 
ment, however, that the measure of the 
organisation has been taken and that the 
terrorist régime will soon be defeated. In 
the circumstances it would be impossible 


for the Commission to carry on its work.

Russia Withdraws Funds 


The Soviet Government has sent a Note 
to Lord Plymouth, the Chairman of the 
Non-Intervention Committee, to the effect 
that it will no longer contribute to the 
funds of the Non-Intervention Board and 
the costs of the control scheme for Spain. 
It does not mean, however, that Russia 
will withdraw from the Non-Intervention 
Committee, as the work of that body does 
not depend upon money supplies, and for 
the present it is supposed that Russia 
intends to collaborate. It is understood 
that the Russiai. view is that after the 
abolition of the naval control the system 
of observation carried out by- the Non- 
Intervention Board is worthless and a 
useless expense, in which the Soviet 
Government is not prepared to partici 
pate. It is thought that, should land and 
cea control- be reestablished on a satis- 
factory basis, Russia may again be willing 
to share the cost.

VEIL LIFTED ON BERLIN TALKS 


ROME, Thursday. 


In his speech -here . to-day. Signor 
Mussolini, for the first time since his 
return from Berlin, has drawn back the 
veil to reveal at least some of the ‘results 
of his talks with Hitler. 

The conditicn that Bolshevism must be 
eliminated from Spain is taken to show 
that Italy will only withdraw her volun- 
teers when victory for General Franco is 
assured. 

Immediately after his speech a telegram 
to the Duce from General Franco was 
pullished. It conveyed “ the greetings of 
all Spaniards fighting against barbarism 
and im defence of Mediterranean civilisa- 
tion.” 

The condition that Italy must be. left 
alone in Abyssinia is interpreted as, mean- 
ing that the annexation of Abyssinia must 
be recognised. Italian policy is remark- 
ably insistent in its demand for recogni- 
tion, and it is considered that Britain 
should take the lead. This condition is, 
therefore, Italy’s counterpart for the sup- 
port of Germany’s Colonial demands. Both 
conditions were thus primarily addressed 
over the heads of his audience to unseen 
listeners in Whitehall.

a speech broadcast from Madrid 

to-night, Don Julio Zugazagoitia, 
the Spanish Minister of the Interior, 
publicly announced that the Govcrn- 
ment of the Spanish Republic would 
be moving very shortly from Valencia 
to Barcelona, 

He stated that the removel had been 
decided upon as far back as the beginning 
of November last year, when the Cabinet 
decided to leave Madrid owing: to the 
proximity of the insurgent troops. How- 
ever, the decision was revoked at the time 
without any official explanation, and only 
the President of the Republic, Don 
Manuel Azana, moved to Barcelona, 
whereas the rest of the Government stayed 
half-way, at Valencia. 

Don Zugazagoitia gave no detailed 
reason for the transfer, beyond saying 
that it was in accordance with national 
necessity, proving the close collaboration 
of the central power with the Catalan 
autonomous Government, and was a 
logical consequence of the Government's 
main objective—to win the war at all 
costs. 


CAPITAL SHELLED 
From REUTER &8 CORRESPONDENT. 


Torrential rain which has fallen on 
Madrid for the last few days ceased this 
morning, and as the weather cleared up 
military activity was resumed. 

A mine laid by the Government in the 
University City blew up yet another por- 
tion of the clinical hospital, causing a 
few casualties among the insurgents, but 
bringing about no change in the line. 

The insurgents replied to the explosion 
by shelling Government trenches, and 
later on in the afternoon they also 
lightly bombarded the city. 

Three more insurgent attacks on the 
Guadaralajara and Cuesta de la Reina 
front were easily repulsed by the Govern- 
ment forces. 

Insurgent reconnaissance ‘planes flew 
over the outskirts of Madrid to-day, but 
they were driven back by anti-aircraft 
batteries.

Proposing the toast of “The Irish 
Tourist Association,” Mr. Lemass said 
that it was not difficult to find aclequate 
reasons for concratulatig the officers and 
members of that Association at the close 
of what appeared to have been a record ' 
year. During the short period of its 
existence the Association had shown ‘what 
could be done to increase the value of the 
tourist trade, and to give a glimpse of 
future possibilities of immense value and 
importance which they must strive to 
realise. Possibly the best tribute that 
could be paid to its work was to say that 
there was now a general realisation of 
the value of organised effort for develop- 
ment of the tourist business. 


GOVERNMENT ACTION 


Many peoplé had suggested that the 
time had now arrived when the work of 
the I.T.A. could be usefully supplemented 
by activities of another character which 
the I.T.A. itself could not undertake 
because of restrictions and limitations 
imposed by its constitution.. He referred, 
for example, to such matters as the im- 
proving of the amenities at their holiday 
resorts and the standard and character of 
hotel accommodation. In some other 
countries, where the tourist business was 
a very important source of national 
income, such activities had been placed 


under the control of State or semi-State 


organisations, and it might eventually be 
found desirable to adopt the same course 
here. The publicity work which the Irish 
Tourist Association had done so well 
would, of course, be required always, and 
one would like to see it extended con- 
siderably. It was difficult to visualise a 
more suitable body -to-~supervise it than 
the Irish Tourist Association. More than 
publicity is necessary, however, if they 
were tc take full advantage of the 
resources of the nation and make them 
the basis of a really valuable tourist trade. 
There is probably no body of persons more 


‘competent to give an experienced opinion 


on what might be done and how best to 
do it than the officers and Executive 
Council of the Irish Tourist Association, 
and it was a reasonable assumption that. 
those questions had already been con- 
sidered by them. 


AID FOR RESORTS 


The Government had also been giving 
them serious thought with a view to de- 
termining the extent to which the State 
might usefully intervene to assist the 
development of the holiday resorts and an 
extension of holiday facilities, and to 
formulate a general development pro- 


) gramme. 


The matter of holidays and holiday 
facilities call for attention on many 
grounds, and while he did not propose to 
speak on them at any length now, there 
was one special aspect of them to which 
he wished to make particular reference. 

“During the course of the present 
year,” said the Minister, “ the Conditions. 
of Employment Act came into operation. 
One of the provisions of that Act secured 
an annual holiday, with pay, of not less 
than six consecutive days, apart from 
public holidays and Sundays, to all in- 
dustrial workers. In consequence of it 
many thousands of such workers enjoyed 
this year a paid holiday for t¢2 first time 
in their lives. It is the intention of the 
Government to extend that provision to 
cover other classes of workers. A bill to 
enact similar provisions for those who 
work in shops will, I trust, become law 


in the very near future, and before the next 


holiday season comes around it is hoped to 
have a further measure enacted for the 
benefit of transport workers and other 
classes of workers not covered by the 
earlier legislation. i 


600,000 HOLIDAY-MAKERS. 


“ If may be assumed, therefore, that next 
year some 600,000 workers will enjoy a 
Statutory right to an annual holiday, with 
pay, many of them, as I have said, for 
the first time. 

““ Now. the fulfilment of the idea behind 
that legislation will not be completed 
merely by the enactment of laws. These 
workers must be given, not only a 
Statutory right to annual leave, but also 
afforded bona fide opportunities of LEOR 
real holidays. In our efíorts to that en 
we must have the co-operation of organisa- 
tions like the Irish Tourist Association, of 
transport concerns, and the owners of 
hotels and boarding houses at holiday 
resorts. 

The task before us is obviously one of 
considerable magnitude. In the first place 
a great many of the workers concerned 
have had no previous experience of holi- 
days, and have only a very vague idea of 
how to make the best of them. The ag oe 
may find it difficult to understand that 
position, but such is the case. A large 
number of those workers who godt their 
first annual holiday this year spent it in 
idleness in their own hom~s. The value 
of a holiday is very much reduced unless 
it is spent in a different atmosphere and 
different surroundings to those of working 
weeks.

At the present time it would be much 
ey ars for a Dublin worker to go for-his 
holiday to the Isle of Man than to any 
seaside resort on the South or West Coast 
of Ireland. I ask our transport companies 
to consider how they could contribute to 
the reduction of the cost of: a holiday in 

Ireland to such workers. I think they 
might find it to their advantage to en- 
courage the formation of holiday clubs, 
as I have suggested, by providing special 
cheap travelling facilities to their 
members or to members of families going 
to specified holiday centres. I suggest 
that at these holiday centres local com- 
mittees might be formed to consider the 
action which should be taken locally to 
secure for their towns the advantage of 
the great volume of new holiday business 
whith is about to become available. J 
would like to see a much larger number 
of summer boarding houses at such resorts 
as one sees at the popular holiday centres 
in Great Britain, where a worker on 
holiday can get comfortable accommoda 
tion at a reasonable cost. It might also 
be possible to organise holiday camps for 
younger workers, 


NEW OPPORTUNITIES 


“These are al] matters which are callin 
for attention. The situation which wil! 
arise next year, when 600,000 workerr will 
become entitled to annual holidays with 
pay, has never existed before. It is a 
new situation, and must be dealt with bv 
new means, It will create new oppor- 
tunities for business enterprise. Business 
enterprise will eventually arise to cope 
with these opportunities, but it is my 
wish to urge it on. The new situation will 
give new scope for activity for organisa- 
tions interested in the welfare of workers. 
I hope they will give it their immediate 
attention. If we are to get the benefit of 
the new legislation in a higher standard 
of health and fitness among workers, these 
are matters of urgency. I urge their con- 
sideration on the Irish Tourist Associa- 
tion also. The State will, I am sure, do 
its part in any manner which appears 
necessary. 

‘‘Catering for workers on holiday is a 
especial matter, mentioned because its im- 

ortance might otherwise be overlooked. 
The main business of the I1.T.A. is to 
create interest in Ireland in tourists of 
our own and other nationalities. That 
work is being well done, although it can 
be extended.”’ i 

The business of the State and local 
tuthorities, concluded Mr. Lemass, is to 
provide the facilities and attractions 
which will make the propaganda worth 
while. That work is not being sufficiently 
attended to yet, and how to ensure its 
proper execution is a matter for early 
attention.

She has 
recently acquired Abyssinia, and has 
beaten down the resistance of these people, 
who for thousands of years have preserved 
their independence in their native moun- 
tains.

Selling holiday Ireland to the world was 
a bi 
siuciattalel skill in a business of national 
magnitude, and, as the body charged with 
that task, they had acquitted themselves 
efficiently during the past twelve months. 


FILM. PRODUCTION 


One of their largest and newest under- 
takings had been the development of a film 
unit. Films of convenient size and type were 
used by most of the large shipping firms and 
travel agencies in selling travel to prospec- 
tive tourists. It was not a method with 
which they in this country were too familiar, 
but it was an essential feature otf travel- 
— in England and America, They had 
now been in the production of films for two 


seasons and had produced three standard 


‘size films and two sub-standard. By the end 


o. the year they hoped to have in all five 
standard or cinema-size films and eight sub- 
standards This development had been com- 
pletely successful and they looked forward to 
beneficial results: from its future use. It 
was sometimes suggested that they should 
spend more money on advertising in Central 
uropean countries and in America. 

Careful study of the ssible markets 
showed that until they had achieved a 
financial position enabling them to explore 
in reasonable measure the obvioas prospects 
in their own country and in Great Britain 
it would be uneconomic to tackle the 
more difficult markets further afield. 
America had the largest tourist debit 
balance of any country in the world— 
in 1929 American tourists spent approxi- 
mately 821 million dollars. In 1933 that 
dropped to 287 million dollars,- but in 1936 
it increased to 497 million dollars. Of that, 
Ireland fot little more than half of one per 
cent. e possibilities of developing that 
market, consistent with their own resources, 
would certainly occupy the Executive’s time 
and attention during the coming twelve 
months, and in that regard they welcomed 
the Government’s decision to participate in 
the New York World’s Fair in 1939. The 
reduction of visa fees for American visitors, 
for which the Executive had pressed for 
some considerable time, was effected during 
the past year, and had been very much 
appreciated. 

A scheme for representation at Paris had 
been submitted to the appropriate Ministry. 


PORT FACILITIES 


Embarkation and debarkation facilities at 
some of our ports were regarded by many 
as still needing improvement. Improvements 
and extensions had taken place, and were 
contemplated, in Galway and Cove. As far 
as Dublin was concerned, the ability of 
Dun Laoghaire harbor~ to meet the increased 
demands made upon :t was at present the 
subject of much criticism, and it was their 
earnest hope that the responsible authorities 
would take every step necessary to remove 
the Bhean upon which such criticism was 
based, 

There were still some complaints as to the 
lack of amusements at local resorts, and, 
consistent.;with the customs and traditions ol 
the holiday places, local authorities might 
well consider the provision of amusement 
attractions of a popular type for visitors. 
Their London office contributed substantially 
to the record number of tourists who came 
during the past season. There was an in- 
crease of over 100 per cent. in posta] in- 
quiries and over 10 per cent. in the number 
of personal inquiries at the office during the 
past season, and he took this opportunity of 
expressing the Executive's appreciation of the 
manner in which Mr. Kelleher had managed 
their affairs there during the year. 

If the tourist season is to be lengthened— 
a conclusion which they all agreed upon— 
attractions during the off-season will have to 
be increased and developed; this applies par- 
ticularly to fishing.

For the development of internal tourism in 
America it was stated that in 1930 
£10,000,000 was spent in advertising. The 
funds were provided by _ transportation 
agencies, States, local committees, hotels, 
regional associations and various business 
interests. That £10,000,000 was gathered 


similar proportion from the three million 
ople in fhe I.F.S. would bring in to the 
Tourist Association a revenue of £250,000 
instead of the inadequate fifteen or sixteen 
thousand pounds which they at present 
enjoyed. 

Other industries had had the helping hand 
-of the State and the Tourist Association 
asked only for like treatment. They were 
not seeking a factory for one town, or special 
tariffs for one form of production,- but they 
were endeavouring to create a widespread 
prosperity that would penetrate into every 
{part of the country. They reminded the 
Gaéieanaú that none of their income had 
come from the central fund, while, on the 
other hand, the same central fund had 
received more money directly from tourists 
in the form of Visa fees, sporting licences .and 
other ways than the total expenditure of 
the ILT.A. during the. past twelve 
months.

THE LUNCHEON 
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At a luncheon held subsequently in the 
Gresham Hotel, Mr, Lemass, Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, proposed the toast,

Responding to the toast, Mr. C. E. Reddin, 
the outgoing president, who was jn the chair, 
said that the LT:A. represented a unique 
experiment in industrial organisation. It was 
founded on the principal of voluntary co- 
operation, and its success had flowed largely 
from the enthusiasm which inspired that co- 
aperation. Old forms of publicity had been 
utilised, and new methods had been adopted, 
such as films, which indicated they were 
keeping abreast of the times. They studied 
the methods of bigger and older rivals, and 
were satisfied that £ for £ they were getting 
probably better value for their money ‘than 
that of any tourist executive in any other 
country. 

Proposing the toast of “ Our Guests.”’ the 
new chairman, Mr. Barry M. Egan, welcomed 
the visitors from other countries. This, he 
said, was to-day the most peaceful country 
in the world. Visitors had come here to find 
a safe European anchorage, and it was 
pleasant to learn that there was an apprec' 
ably increased interest in Irish properties and 
investments on the part of people in other 
countries who, in choosing a residence, could 
gratify a wish to live and let live, at peace 
with God and their neighbours, undisturbed 
by —isms, with a background of health, 
comfort and sport. 

As it was the privilege of their Govern- 
ment to stand for world peace in the counsels 
of the nations. it was theirs in the I-T.A. 
to make for that interchange between the 
hg of all nations which must eventually 

e the true road to world peace.

But if the object of the 
Committee was to give a definite, and what 
might be a decisive, advantage to the insur- 
gents of the legftimate Government of Spain, 
then it. had been: a triumphant success: 

The battle in Spain might decide the fate 
of Europe. It might decide the issue 
whether Europe was to be controlled by 
democracy or by dictatorships. If democracy 
was beaten in the battle and if Fascism was 
triumphant, the Government could claim the 
victory for itself. This Committee of Non- 
Intervention was the greatest and basest 
fraud ever perpetrated by great nations upon 
a. weak people, and if the object of the 
Committee was to place Britain and France 
at great disadvantage in any future war 
this Committee had ais a triumph.

Mr. 8. N. Ross, Scli:, president of the 
Society, in his inaugural address, said that 
the world needed peace, and none was 
present. The influence of the Gaelic tongue 
in the formation of irish nationalism had 
been seen. The language was a treasure 
house. There was no unity so indivisible as 
the sharing of a common pride. Ireland 
would have something to give to the world 
when she had settled her discontent. The 
people ot the South must accept with 
Ireland did not 


man, he could say that he believed that every 
year carried the North and South further 
apart. Nothing but a revolutionary spirit on 
both sides of the border could bring them 
together. 


A FACTOR FOR PEACE 


The world had much to learn from the 
small nation, which contained something in- 
herently favourable to genius. Nationalism 


must be considered as something apart from 


militarism A new conception of nationalism 
was necessary, in which the spiritual would 
replace the material. Nationalism could be a 
bulwark of civilisation and a strong factor 
for peace. 

Russia considered herself a torch-bearer 
bringing a light to mankind The honest 
simplicity and pride with which she paraded 
each new suit for the nation might be a 
pattern for other nations to follow. An in- 
ternational conference to decide what should 
go into school history books would be better 
than a conference to limit armaments. 

Mr. A. R. Wise, M.P., proposed that the 
best thanks of the Society were due to the 
President for his address. He was an im- 
perialist, he said, because he preferred to be 
a partner in a vast estate 
than the sole proprietor of an al- 
Intment. He did not. believe that 
nationalism and imperialism were incompatible. 
There was no use trying to cure the aggres 
sive nationalism of some European countries 
until these countries had learned that it did 
not pay. Economic factors would force them 
to a realisation of the folly of the courses 
they were pursuing. Even dictators realised 
that, while they might end a war on bread 
tickets, they ‘could not start one on bread 
tickets. There was a lot to he put in order 
between Ireland and England. It was pos- 
sible to do it with good-will on both sides. 


MH. LINKLATER 


Mr. Erie Linklater, seconding, remarked 
that he came from the Orkneys, which were 
islands off the Scottish coast. (Laughter.) He 
said that in the Battle of Clontarf an Irish 
army, consisting largely of Nor8emen, took 
the field against an invading army which was 
supported by Irishmen. The titular leader ol 
the same army was Sigismund, of the 
\--.kney Islands. ‘Sigismund was de- 
feated,’’ said Mr. Linklater, amid laughter— 
“I almost said unfortunately—but if that 
battle had gone the other way there would 
ae. been no need for me to come here to- 
night.

The wholesalers had considerable 
uantities of butter in cold storage, and, if 
the creameries pera in their demand’ for 
the increased price,» Dr. Ryan might make 
an order permitting the use of these supplies. 
While the creameries could hold up supplies, 
there would be no shortage, as the Minister 
had indicated that he would stop the export 
of butter. Tn that case the creameries would 
have to put supplies in cold storage.

DR. KOSTAL’S STATEMENT 


Dr. Kostal said that on the 28th October 
nineteen years ago a great and bloodless 
revolution swept over Prague and the entire 
country, putting the seal on the victory of 
the Czech soldiers, who in distant battlefields 
had fought so gallantly for their national 
independence. 

Having given a short historic?! survey, 
in which. he .mentionea that the Czech 
language had bee: revivee by the municipal 
authorities or by the citizens themselves 
creating Czech schools out of their own re- 
sources, and forcing the authorities to 
recognise the fact that the Czech and Ger- 
man schools must reside side 
Dr. Kostal said that they broke with 
Austria-Hungary becans. States lived only 
as long as they fulfilled their mission. 
Austria could have been a modern, demo- 
cratic federated State, but she never rose to 
the task. The Czechs gained within Austria 
only what they fough. out themselves. They 
felt they were spiritually and politically 
oppressed, and'so fought against the Austrian 
Empire without any compunction. 

That, he concluded was now all past ard 
gone, and asked Mr Smvllie what he really 
thought of Czechoslovakia. 


INDUSTRIOUS PEOPLE 


“Of all the countries 1 have visited on the 
Continent of Europe—and 1 have been 
around a great deal—Czechoslovakia has 
impressed me the most ’ replied Mr. Smyllie. 
He went on to say that he had been par- 
ticularly struck by the astonishing industry 
of the Czech people—their diligence, their 
efficiency and their thrift. Their average 
standard of education was remarkakle—they 
must be the best linguists in the world—and 
they had a culture which was entirely 
different from that o: either the Germans or 
the Magyars. They were the only people 
in Europe to-day, with the exception of 
the Scandinavians, who had a _ sincerely 
democratic outlook. 

“I should imagine,” said Mr. Smyllie, 
“that the Czechs probably would be the last 
people on the Continent to become Com- 
munists in the sense in which the term was 
interpreted here or in Great Britain. They 
are far too intelligent and far too industrious 
for that.” 

He said further that one had only to go 
amongst the working classes in Bohemia, 
Moravia, Slovakia, and even Ruthenia, to 
see how absurd i+ was to suggest that the 
Czeehoslovaks had Bolshevist leanings. ‘The 
whole genius of the people was opposed to 
extremes. 

He had been greatly satisfied with his 
journey to Czechoslovakia, and wished that 
more Irish people would go there for their 
holidays.

‘‘Why can we in Ireland,’ he asked, “ not 
put our hands into our pockets to support >ur 
sick poor, as they would do in any other 
decent, civilised country in the world.”’ 

“I am not a Socialist,’’ he said, at another 
stage, “but I have leanings towards it. I 
am not a Communist either, but" | would 
prefer Communism to Fascism.” Were the 
worst troubles in the world not caused by 
huge sums of money getting into the wrong 
hands? The sweepstakes were turning out 
capitalists of the very worst order. They 
were putting sums like £30,000 into the hands 
of people st, &s by their lack of education and 
principle were the worst fitted to have control 
of that money. 


SURPRISED AT LABOUR 


‘““T am amazed,” he declared “that the 
Labour Party and the Socialists and Come 
munists of this city do not stand up and 
protest against this manufacture of new 
capitalists, I believe it is due to sheer 
cowardice, because so many of their own 
rank and file are implicated in it.' 

It was said, said Mr. Breakey, that the 
subscribers to the sweepstake were elevated 
by the highest motives—to uplift the poor 
and remove suffering from the earth. But 
50 per cent. of the money came from out. 
side, from places like Esthonia and West 
Canada. Doubtless. the Esthonians were so 
moved by the plight of the Irish sick poor 
that they sent over the money with such 
generosity. Only 1s. 48d. of evary 10s, went 
to the hospitals. 


ANOTHER VIEW 


Mr. Frank Anderson, D.Sc., who spoke for 
the negative, said that hospitals would have 
to be supported b, compulsory subscription, 
vountary subscription, or by some other 
means. Such places were of a highly techs 
nical nature and he doubted the wisdom of 
having them under State control, where there 
was always the chance of lay misunderstand 
ing and the danger of political bias. The 
voluntary system, too, was also unsatisface 
tory. 

The sweepstakes had ubolished al] the 
miserable hand-to-mouth systems in hospitals 
and they provided a democratic system, 
which was a nice compromise between 
compulsion and the other system, with 
its hordes of trained beggars. Many 
held that the money from sweepstakes 
was tainted. Was it any more tainted “han 
the money from bars, picture houses, theatre 
and tobacco, on which the social services of 
this and of nearly every couniry were largely 
run ? 


BETTING AND “SWEEPS” 


Mr. A. H. Nelson said that even the old 
game of “ Kiss-in-the-Ring ” had come inte 
such disfavour that anyone eaught ‘ at it 
was likely to be fined £3 or £4, but a man 
was allowed, and encouraged, to spend hig 
hard-earned money on betting and swee 
stakes. ‘‘ The sweepstakes may be Éis 
immoral,” said Mr. Nelson, “but 1 often 
wonder is it any more immoral to put 5s. of 
a horse, or to go into the Stock Exchange 
and back £5 on ‘ bulls’ and “ bears’? ”’ 

Many other speakers also addressed the 
meeting, and the motion was carried by 4 
large majority.
